West Point Lesson Is 
Lesson In Good Government 


Most of the 90 accused cadets at West Point are gone as 
the result of their recently disclosed cheating. 

They should be discharged. Those who are dishonest 
should suffer the consequences. Cheaters in every phase of 
life — those in high places and those in lowly positions—should 
pay for their misdeeds. 

The disgrace that has come to the 90 cadets and their 
families merits comment now only if the fine, noble example 
set by the West Point administrators has a purifying effect on 
public officials everywhere. 

West Point's honor system is a tradition. It’s custom of ex- 
pecting everyone to live under the rule of absolute honesty is 
deeply inspiring. 

Public officials accept a public trust when they become 
servants of the public. If dishonesty brings dishonor at West 
Point, what does it bring in Washington? 

Most people approve of the West Point action because of 
the principle involved. Those same people therefore should be 
anxious to see the same high objectives observed in high 
places. 

Cheating in examinations is a bad practice for the young 
men who will evenutally be given high military positions. 

Likewise, using of “influence’’ and power of their political 
office for personal gain is “cheating.” If there are cheaters in 
office in Upland, in San Bernardino, in Sacramento and Wash- 
ington they should be removed by voters at the polls. 

The West Point lesson is an example of good government.
